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Budget message 
has $6.53 tax jump 


‘Town Manager Sterling Morris, 
Monday night estimated that the tax 
rate of Wilmington would increase 
$6.53 per thousand dollar valuation in 
fiscal year 1981. 

The projected tax rate is $83.53. 
That figure is subject to change, of 
course, influenced by several factors, 
including the town meeting and state 
reimbursements. The town meeting 
will Yebe on budget Ibeens at Ay rill 26. 
The budget is for the fiscal year 

from July 1, 1980. 

‘The budget itself is not yet ready for 
distribution, but Morris’ budget 
message, with some figures, has been 
distributed to the selectmen and 

finance committee. 

Morris pointed out that the inflation 
rate is currently 13 percent, and that 
there would be increases in most of 
the items in the projected budget. 
However, he hinted that the town 
might care to cut some of the present 
municipal services, in order to 
achieve less than the proposed break- 
even level. In so doing he asked a 
question. 

If such a cut is the wish and desire 
of the residents, he said, then the next 
decision is which services shall be 
eliminated or curtailed. Shall it be 
recreation, fire protection, .street 
lights, snow removal and ‘street 
maintenance, rubbish collection and 
disposal, police protection, the 
library, or health and property in- 
‘surance? 

‘The decision, he said, will need to be 
a joint decision of everyone who has a 
stake in the community. 


Items 

Among the items commented on by 
Morris; 

Energy: The increase in the cost of 
fossil fuel products, such as asphalt 
for street maintenance, gasoline, oil 
and fuel oi] are beyond resonable 
prediction to include the availability 
of purchasing these products in the 
future. The new budget reflects a big 
increase in cost of gasoline. 

Handicapped: There is a projected 
cost of $40,000 in this jet ear- 
marked for the development of some 
access facilities for the handicapped 
citizens of Wilmington, so that some 
of the most-used town buildings can 
be negotiated by people who have 
limited physical capacities. 

Insurance and wages: The cost of 
salary adjustments becomes a major 
issue for the budget year. ll 
collective bargaining contracts ex- 
pire at the end of June 1980. The town 
is in the process of renegotiating each 
of these contracts. A modest amount 
of funding has been added to the 1961 
budget to finance the salary ad~ 
justments for municipal employees. 

Property values and revaluation: 
The town will find it necessary to 
complete a property reappraisal 
program, in conformance with the 
Sudbury case and the order of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue. Morris believes the town 
will be forced to comply with a 
revaluation project by court order - 
and further delay will result in ad- 
ditional costs to the residents of 
Wilmington. The revaluation project,

He had been cutting oak 
trees, in the Town Forest, off Andover 
Street. Another person from Andover 
who was caught there by the 
Wilmington police has defaulted, and 
is-believed-to-be-in-California. The 
Wilmington police have a warrant for 
his arrest. 

The case stems from the Town 
Crier stories of last fall, when it was 
noted that thieves were going into the 
woods and cutting oak trees. The 
Town Crier published pictures of 
some of the wood cutting off Route 
125, near the North Reading line. 

At about the same time it was 
determined that thieves were going 
into the town forest, between Andover 
Road and Ballardvale Street. Entry 
was made by going over the “bald 
spot” as it is called, where gravel 
operations took place, some years 
ago, off Andover Street. 

Oak trees in about four acres were 
cut. The cutting was very close, at 
times, to the property of Camp Forty 
Acres. 

Chief Bobby Stewart of the 
Wilmington police caught Maher ana 
the other person, while they were 


.cutting trees, back in November. 


The case took a long time to get into 
court. It finally was cated, a few 
weeks ago, and suddenly it evolved 
that the defense attorney believed the 
charge was relative to only a tree or 
two.

A new development among the 
planners of the Route 129 bypass was 
announced to the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen Monday night by State 
Rep. Michael Barrett (D., Reading) 

Barrett, who represents 
Wilmington’s Precinct 3, Reading and 
North Reading, was present at the 
regular meeting of the selectmen at 
the invitation of Chairman Rocco 
DePasquale. 

The new thinking on Route 129, he 
said, was to leave completely un- 
touched the northerly section of West 
Street, the portion which runs bet- 
ween Lowell Street and Woburn 
Street. The rest of the project, he 
said, would essentially be the same as 
that already presented to the town. 

Barrett also requested input from 
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him; he said, that there were no funds 
earmarked for the cleanup of existing 
hazardous waste sites, such as might 
be found in Woburn, and which might 
in the future damage water supplies 
of neighboring communities. There 
would be, however, Barrett said, 
$600,000 set aside for the creation of a 
new Department of Hazardous Waste 
which would prevent new sites from 
developing. 

‘The question of water was a sore 
spot for the Wilmington selectmen. 
They had only recently written to 
Representatives Barrett and James 
“Miceli to ask their help in halting the 
use of a test well recently drilled in 
North Reading only yards away from 
Wilmington’s Salem Street well.

In most 
misdemeanors (relatively minor 
offenses) a police officer can take no 
action of his own unless he is actually 
present when the offense occured. In 
any situation where a civilian is the 
only witness, the police will assist that 
person in court and handle the 
prosecution, but the witness is the 
only one who can testify as to what 
happened
